The plan was temporarily 
balked, Young said in the state- 
ment, because he was unable to pay 
the men sufficient money in ad- 
vance.

What had really happened, Proc- 
tor said, was this: Clifford Young 
had paid $85 to a Mexico (Mo.)

Young, a moody person who had 
imagined his father had a gréat dis- 
like for him, had no more money. 

Told Him Fanciful Tales. 
The three men likewise had no 
intention of committing murder, 
Proctor said. They held several 
conferences with Young in which 
they told him fanciful stories about 
getting a “St. Louis gunman” to do 
the killing, On their most recent 
visit, Young fled from them. They 
ransacked his farmhouse and stole 

some small household articles. 
Arrested today, the three men 
were permitted to plead guilty of 
petty larceny and were sentenced 
to 30 days in jail by Justice of the 
Peace J. S, Bishop. They gave their 
name sas Claude Moran, John Air- 
hart and Elrey Bybee, all of Mexi- 


co. 

Asked whether they had planned 
to carry out the murder, one of 
them replied: Hell, no; it was just 
two bunches of fellows playing this 
guy for a sucker.” 

Meanwhile, Clifford Young, ar- 
rested originally last Wednesday on 
a charge of turkey-stealing, was 
held in the county jail awaiting 

grand jury action. Hig fa- 
ther, Nat Young, 59-year-old wid- 
ower, said he hoped he could have 
him “sent to an institution where 
he will be well taken care of.” 
“Just a Sucker.” 

Lean and nervous, Clifford 
Young, a former sailor, could give 
no coherent statement as to why he 
had engaged in petty thievery in 
the county or why he wanted his 
father killed. Asked why he dick- 
ered with the men to commit mur- 
der, he replied: “I didn't have the 
heart and nerve to do it myself, Be- 
sides, I might get caught. I'm just a 
sucker.” 

He lives alone on a farm about 
10 miles southeast of Paris, which 
he bought last year from his fa- 
ther after his mother had died. 
The father subsequently bought a 
farm nearer to town, on which he 
lived with a housekeeper. 

The father, who said he had 
made his son beneficiary of two 
life insurance policies, could give 
little reason for the son’s action. 
He said he had held no resentment 
against his son and that he had 
urged him to get married. 

Clifford Young was in the navy 
from 1927 until 1933.. It was with 
money saved during this period 
that he bought his father’s farm. 
No action has yet been taken 
against the Mexico man who first 
obtained the $85 from Young.

The missiles were mostly 500- 
pound bombs, which inflicted wide- 
spread property damage in indus- 
trial districts and demolished hun- 
dreds of flimsy houses.

Dungan was ‘about to step into 
his. parked car when two men, 
whom he apparently knew, ap- 
proached. While they were talking 
a third man walked from behind a 
parked automobile. The union 
leader recognized him and started 
to run, witnesses said, when the 
man drew a pistol and fired four 
shots, two of which struck Dungan 
in the neck. 

The three men ran to an auto- 
mobile which drew up to the curb 
and, as they stepped in, one of the 
occupants fired four more shots 
through the window of the 
Two of the bullets struck Dungan 
in the head and side. He died in 
a hospital two hours later. 

Four years ago Dungan fled from 
three men who fired more than. 50 
shots at him from a machine gun. 
He escaped in a speedier automo- 
bile and took refuge in a police 
station. That attack occurred a 
few days after the assassination of 
Roy Thompson, another business 
agent of the union. 

Dungan returned to Chicago yes- 
terday after taking his wife, Ann, 
and their daughter, Dorothy, 11, to 
a farm near Hebron, III., for a visit. 

In January, 1936, Mrs. Elsie Hen- 
neman was shot and killed when 
riding with her husband, George, 
secretary and treasurer of the 
painters’ union.

Department of Justice Parole 
Board Monday. A preliminary hear- 
ing was held at Alderson last 
month.

9, after having served one-third of 
her sentence, provided her prison 
record justifies probationary re- 
lease. In January her mother 
wrote to the Department of Justice 
petitioning for executive clemency 
and was informed that parole pro- 
ceedings appeared more logical.

Mrs, Berroyer herself filed the 
application for a parole last month 
and her case was heard by a mem- 
ber of the parole board, who con- 
tinued the case to Washington, 
where it could be heard by two

The fact that the case was con- 
tinued to Washington, a depart- 
mental official said today, indi- 
cated that her prison record had 
been found satisfactory. A hear-

Trustees, by a majority vote of 
three of five members last night 
removed village officials who fa- 
vored the proposed construction of 
96 multiple apartment dwellings on 
the golf grounds of the Westbor- 
ough Country Club, Lockwood ave- 
nue and Berry road, and adopted 
measures intended to be legislative 
barriers against the construction.

Nich- 
ols, who consented to issuance of 
the permits, remains a minority 
member of the board by last night’s 
action. 

J. P. Stocke, leader of the ma- 
jority members opposed to the con- 
struction, was made chairman of 
the board. Harry Doerr, a trustee 
lined up with Stocke, resigned as 
the Building Commissioner, who 
has authority to issue building per- 
mits, and Harris Armstrong, an 
architect of Oakland who organized 
the property owners opposed to the 
apartments, was appointed in his 
place. 

Voting on each proposal with 
Stocke and Doerr was O. E. Gor- 
don, while Nichols and the fifth 
member, E. H. Graham, voted pres- 
ent or against. 

The meeting, held: at the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad station in 
Oakland and apparently prear- 
ranged, proceeded rapidly and 
without interruption by property 
owners, who last week disturbed 


the trustees’ meeting in loudly voic- 


ing their opposition to the apart- 
ments. Most of them are home 
owners. 

The resolution removing Nichols 
said he was not “in harmony” with 
other members of the board.

Detectives who had been seeking 
the pair for a week closed in on 
them as they pulled up before a 
house in an expensive automobile. 
Three squad cars hemmed in the 
machine while three detectives with 
drawn pistols surrounded the 
sedan. :

Taken to police headquarters, 
Bird first identified himself as 
William Neil, and the woman said 
she was Genevieve Roth. 

But detectives tore a small piece 
of adhesive tape off the man’s arm, 
disclosing the tattooed initials “CB.” 
Bird then admitted his identity.

The pair had souvenirs and 
badges from Maryland and New 
Jersey racetracks.

Other Members of Bird Gang All 
in Federal Prisons.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 9.—Charles 
Bird, captured last night in Balti- 
more, was the only member of the 
Bird gang at large. James Widmer 


was retaken in Philadelphia Oct. 
15 driving a stolen car. Frank Bird 
was captured in Cleveland Oct. 29 
with his wife, Sylvia, when she be- 
came homesick in New York and 
urged their return to visit her 
mother. 

The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion ranked Charles.Bird on Nov. 6, 
1936, as “public enemy No, 2,” 

Frank Bird, sentenced five days 
earlier to 45 years in a Federal pen- 
itentiary after he pleaded guilty of 
bank robbery, and Widmer, under 
a 65-year sentence pronounced Oct. 
26, were taken Nov. 3 to the Leaven- 
worth (Kan.) prison and later to 
Aleatraz prison. 

Over all three men were Federal 
charges of kidnaping in à Cleve- 
land bank robbery. A later bank 
holdup in the same city resulted in 
their capture in July, 1937, in a 
fight. 

Federal agents said Barbara 
Bird, seized last night, smuggled 
two pistols to her husband prior 
to the gang’s escape from county 


Sylvia Bird, Frank’s wife, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of aiding and 
abetting the jailbreak. She is serv- 
ing a four-year term in Milan 
(Mich.) Reformatory. George Bird, 
a third brother, confessed aiding 
in the escape plot and was given 
a four-year sentence. 


Bird Arrested 26 Times in St. Louis 
in Nine Years. 

Charles Bird’s criminal record in 
St. Louis goes back to 1923, when 
he was brought into Juvenile Court 
on a charge of burglary and lar- 
ceny. Between then and 1932 he 
Was arrested 25 times. 

In 1932 he stole a policeman’s au- 
tomobile and used it in a filling sta- 
tion holdup for which he was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in the peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City. He escaped 
from there on July 19, 1936, fleeing 
from a warehouse outside. the 
prison walls. 

His brother, Frank Bird, and 
James Widmer, were serving life 
sentences in the penitentiary at the 
time for the murder of Patrolman 
John H. Grogan and a bystander, 
Harvey Hammett, in 1925. Frank 
Bird escaped from the prison on 
Jan. 13, 1937, walking away from 
the prison farm. Widmer escaped a 
month later, after having driven 
the assistant secretary of the 
Prison Board to the Capitol. Both 
men were trusties at the time. 

Mrs. Charles Bird was arrested 
in St. Louis in July, 1937, after her 
husband and Frank Bird and Wid- 
mer were caught in a bank holdup 
in Cleveland. She was here at the 
time with her month-old son. She

RADIO STATIONS OPEN 
NLRB TESTIMONY 


KMOX Program Director Says 
Announcers Rarely Act, or 
Actors Announce, 


Further testimony in behalf of 
four St. Louis radio statons, which 
are questioning the position of the 


American Federation of Radio Art- 
tists in its claim for certification 
as collective bargaining agency for 
announcers, singers and actors, was 
introduced today at a National La- 
bor Relations Board hearing. 

The joint case of the respondent 
stations began late yesterday after 
Trial Examiner J. J. Fitzpatrick 
had denied a motion for dismissal. 
Counsel for the stations argued that 
the union had failed to list in its 
petition the names of labor organ- 
izations that might dispute its 
claims and had failed to show that 
it would be the appropriate bar- 
gaining unit for the three classes 
of employes. 

The managements have contended 
that jurisdictional disputes might 
arise with the American Newspaper 
Guild and the American Federation 
of Musicians. In making the mo- 
tion, counsel for the stations said 
insufficient evidence had been in- 
troduced to show that union mem- 
bers had authori the organiza- 
tion to represent them and that the 
union had failed to show to what 
extent free lance performers are 
employes within the meaning of the 
Wagner Act, 

Program Director Witness. 

Chester G. Renier, program di- 
rector for KMOX, called as the 
first witness for the stations, re- 
turned to the stand today. He de- 
clared that five of the nine an- 
nouncers at his station had ex- 
pressed a desire for a union, but 
were unanimous in the opinion that 
a separate unit should be estab- 
lished for announcers. 

Renier asserted that only on rare 
occasions did announcers take part 
in dramatic presentations and that 
it was not common for singers or 
actors to make commercial an- 
nouncements. A good announcer 
is not always a good actor, he 
added. 

For bargaining purposes there 
should be six separate units of ra- 
dio performers, all of which, how- 
ever, might be affiliated with the 
American Federation of Radio Art- 
ists, Renier testified. 

These six units should be com- 
posed, respectively, of staff an- 
nouncers, actors and singers and 
free lance announcers, actors and 
singers, the witness said, explain- 
ing this was his personal opinion 
based on experience. Each of the 
groups, he added, had problems of 
a different nature. 

Harry Cheshire Testifies. 

Another witness for the defense 
today was Harry Cheshire, leader 
of a hillbilly band which plays over 
KMOX and the Columbia network. 
A member of the A. F. R. A., Che- 
shire testified it was his opinion 
that interests of all concerned 
would be served better if there 
were two bargaining units, one of 
announcers, both staff and free 
lance, and another of entertainers, 
staff and free lance. 

He continued that it was his 
opinion, and also that of others, 
that it was unfair for announcers 
and entertainers to participate in 
bargaining for one another. He 
added that the management of 
KMOX had made no effort to in- 
fluence members of his staff in any 
way om bargaining matters. 

Referring to members of his own 
band, Cheshire testified only two 
are able to read music, most of 
them playing popular and hillbilly 
numbers by ear. Several of his mu-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—This is 
the 158th birthday anniversary of 
Francis Scott Key, who wrote the 
words of “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.” Historians at the Library of 
Congress took the occasion to cor 
rect several mistaken ideas about 
Key. 

He was not a prisoner on a Brit- 
ish ship when he penned the song 
under the inspiration of the Battle 
of Fort McHenry, In 1814; he was be- 
ing detained on an American ship. 

He did not write the song on the 
back of an envelope, but on an old 
letter. 

The music is not American; it is 
either English or French. 

Furthermore, “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” was not the national an-

SENATE FUNDS GROUP. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Chair- 
man Sheppard said today 1 
ate Campaign Expenditures Com- 
mittee would recommend to the 
next Congress that it be given wid- 
er powers to deal with alleged ir- 
regularities in primary campaigns. 

A constitutional amendment may 
be necessary, he said, to give a 
Senate committee direct power to 
proceed against violators of the 
Corrupt Practices Act in primaries. 
The Senator recalled that the Su- 
preme Court, in the Newberry case 
in 1924, decided that primaries were 
a state matter and that the Sen- 
ate would not interfere. 

Sheppard said results might be 
accomplished more quickly if Con- 
gress re-enacted the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act, strengthening the Sen- 
ate’s authority to inquire into the 
actions of primary candidates. 

Citation May Raise Issue. 

The issue might e  re-deter- 
mined if the Senate cited some 
candidate for contempt for refus- 
ing to comply with committee de- 
mands, he declared. He said there 
was reason to believe that the five- 
to-four decision in the Newberry 
case might be reversed by the pres- 
ent court. 

Sheppard added that the Cam- 
paign Committee had been operat- 
ing at a disadvantage because its 
authority to deal with primaries 
is open to question. It has the 
power, however, to report to the 
Senate any illegal practices it may 
discover. This information could 
be used by the Senate in any con- 
test that might arise over the seat- 
ing of a member. 

The committee now is operating 
under a resolution instructing it to 
investigate the use of public funds 
or patronage for political purposes 
in any senatorial campaign. 

No Interference in Arkansas. 

The committee adopted a “hands 
off” policy in connection with thg 
Arkansas Senatorial primary. Shep- 
pard said that a preliminary re- 
port by an investigator there dis- 
closed nothing worthy of a state- 
ment at this time, but that the in- 
vestigation would be continued. 

Answer to questionnaires have 
been filed with the committee by 
11 of 30 candidates advised last 
week to submit reports before next 
Wednesday. Of the 19 remaining 
candidates, eight have notified the 
committee that they will reply soon, 
but 11 have not been heard from. 


PENNSYLVANIA CHIEF JUSTICE 
HALTS BOTH EARLE INQUIRIES

HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 9. — 
Chief Justice John W. Kephart of 
the Pennsylvania Supreme Court to- 
day issued a rule which, in effect, 
halted both a grand jury and a 
legislative investigation of charges 
against Gov.

He gave the Dauphin County

Gate for Championship 
Fight Tomorrow Night 
May Not Go Over the 
$75,000 Mark. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—It must 
be admitted that Lou Ambers, the 
lightweight champion, does not look 
nor talk like the pop-over he is sup- 
posed to be for Henry Armstrong 
tomorrow night at the Polo 
Grounds, 

In his final training session yes- 
terday, the 135-pound king looked 
as tough as a smoked boot and his 
conversation was to the effect that 
he knew exactly how to take care 
of the fierce little Negro once he 
got him in the ring. 

The average man wouldn't like 
to face Armstrong with a baseball 
bat, yet Ambers talks like he can’t 
wait to take a smack at the fire- 
ball who has dethroned the feather- 
weight and welterweight champions 
in the last nine months, 

“Don’t worry about me,” he ad- 
vised a visitor to his camp. “Wait 
until we’ve gone 15 rounds and then 
ask Armstrong how he liked it.” 

Only One Thing Wrong. 

Lou isn’t the first one to adopt 
that attitude toward “Little Dyna- 
mite.” Barney Ross felt the same 
way before Henry started bouncing 
him around last May. He couldn't 
express much of an opinion after- 
ward because his head was swathed 
in three layers of toweling. 

Still, Ambers makes it sound 
pretty convincing, 

“All that’s wrong with this fight 
is that I ought to have fought 
Armstrong first,” he complained. 
“Then the winner could have 
whipped Barney Ross for the wel- 
terweight title. As it is, some of 
them are trying to say I won’t be 
welterweight champion after I lick 
Armstrong.” 

Two prominent persons watched 
Lou's final workout. One was Joe 
Louis, the heavyweight champion, 
who flew in from Detroit. The 
other was Al Iovino, of Pittsburgh, 
a former fighter whose claim to 
fame is that he knocked out Arm- 
strong back in 1932, when Henry’s 
name was Melody Jackson.

NEW YORK, Aug. 9:—The New

entitled upon retirement. 
this is not the case. 


“Let us see what happens and 
what has been happening all along, 
since the collection of old-age pay 
roll taxes began in 1937: 

p to the end of the Govern-. 
ment’s last fiscal year, on June 30, 
1938, a total of $708,000,000 had been 
collected in such taxes. What be- 
came of this money is Clearly. 
shown in a current survey of the 
Government's fiscal position made 
by the National Economy League. 
Only a minute fraction of it (less 
than $6,000,000) has been used to 
pay benefits under the act. The 
balance of it has gone into the 
‘general fund’ of the Treasury — 
from which it has been paid out 
again about as rapidly as it came 
in, to meet the every-day expendi- 
tures of the Government. Expendi- 
tures for farm relief, for battle- 
ships, for resettlement administra- 
tion houses, for W P A theater 
projects, for Grand Coulee Dam, 
for salaries in the civil service, for 
a thousand and one other purposes. 
The Government has simply ac- 
knowledged the debt thus incurred 
by issuing special 3 per cent notes, 
which it has deposited in the ‘old- 
age reserve account.’ 

“Not a Real Reserve.” 

“This is the ‘reserve’ which is 
theoretically behind the whole old- 
age security plan. But it is not a 
reserve in any real sense of the 
word—that is, a reserve of cash or 
an investment which is actually 
earning money for the Government. 
The cash already has been spent. 
The notes which the Government 
has issued in return are, in the 
circumstances, essentially I O U’s 
made payable to the Government 
itself. For it is important to note 
the distinction: that while a bank 
or a corporation or an individual 
holding a Government note derivés 
an income from it, the Government 
derives no income from its own 
securities which are evidence of 
debt, from its point of view, any 
more than an individual would de- 
rive an income from a promissory 
note made payable to himself and 
put away for safe keeping. 

“It is true that if the budget were 
brought into balance and if social 
security taxes were used to retire 
outstanding securities in private 
hands, the Government would be 
in a position to resell these same 
securities later and to use the pro- 
ceeds for the payment of old-age 
pensions. But as long as the budg- 
et remains . out of balance, the 
notes now in the ‘old-age’ reserve 
account can furnish no funds for 
the payment of old age annuities 
when such payments fall due in 
future and funds for that purpose 
will have to be raised all over 
again by new taxation. That is 
why the ‘reserve fund’ is a delu- 
sion, All that is happening at pres- 
ent is that the Government is 
promising ultimately to levy 
enough taxes to pay the principal 
and interest on its own notes, in 
order to furnish the funds which 
will be needed as time passes, to 
provide elderly people with pen- 
sions. 

Says Act Must Be Changed. 

“If this hocus-pocus is to be end- 
ed, it is the Social Security Act 
itself that must be changed, since 
the Treasury and the Social Secur- 
ity Board are simply following 


scrupulously the procedure which | 


the law itself prescribes. That law 
should be amended, in order to put 
the whole system on a sounder ba- 
sis. No attempt should be made 
to build up a huge ‘reserve fund’ 
for old-age annuities. Instead, fol- 
lowing the example of Great Brit- 
ain, we should adopt a current-cost 
plan, with only a comparatively 
small contingency reserve for emer- 
gency purposes. That would put an 
end to the pious fraud under which 
money collected in the name of pro- 
tection for old age is now being

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SYNTHETIC RECORD-BREAKING. 

It is a proud and happy day for the United States 
Navy, which claims new world records for two of 
its divers. Five hundred feet is the new depth mark, 
as compared with the previous descent of 402 feet. 
This is a notable achievement, and even more re- 
markable is the fact that the navy has perfected 
a method of smashing deep-sea records without 
leaving the Washington navy yard. The divers sat 
in a diving tank partly filled with water, and then 
air pressure was applied equivalent to sea pressure 
at 500 feet. Their reactions were carefully analyzed, 
and the new record was joyously proclaimed. 

The possibilities of the technique are limitless. 
Any day now, an aviator may claim an altitude rec- 
ord of 149,000 feet after donning an oxygen helmet 
and sitting in a cubby hole where air pressure has 
been reduced to the stratosphere equivalent. An ath- 
lete, after a strenuous grind on the treadmill, can 
announce a record that excels Glenn Cunningham’s 
best.

openly declaring that it wishes to make 


it succeed, should be, and can be, an inspira- 


tional challenge to management. I believe 
that it will develop into just that, and dif- 
ferences between workers and management 


will be straightened out through a process 


of thoroughgoing, fairly conducted reason- 
ing with each other, man-fashion, across 
the conference table. 

Out of my 43 years’ experience as a work- 
er, an administrative official and a senior 
executive in a corporation employing nor- 
mally about 10,000 people, I have come to 
believe that the rank and file of working 
men and women have two outstanding de- 
sires, and that these two desires are the 
real “challenges of the workers” which man- 
agement has to meet. ts 4 

The first is: Workers want as much mon- 
ey as they can get for their services. The 
time has gone when management can ar- 
bitrarily tell its employes what they will 
be paid and satisfy them. If they are not 
satisfied, there is no assurance of peace, 
and unless employes are reasonably satis- 
fied, there cannot be efficiency in operation. 

The second challenge of the employe is: 
He wants very much the privilege of meet- 
ing, without embarrassment, the top execu- 
tives of the concern he works for—too often 
to see what they look like, but at any rate 
to size them up and become acquainted 
with them. He hopes then that he can 
discuss with them his relationship with that 
company on a businesslike basis. Certainly 
this second desire, if fulfilled, furnishes, 
happily, the medium through which the 
guestion of how much the er ver can 
afford to pay may be amicably settled and 
agreed upon. If that results, the employes 
are satisfied, efficiency accrues, the plant 
operations are stabilized—a happy result all 
around. Fulfillment of this desire essential- 
ly calls for the acceptance of and entering 
into the procedure of collective bargaining. 


1 find that when this relationship of col- 
lective bargaining ‘has been established (and 
I have had in my own plant 12 committees 
with which I and my subordinates have ne- 
gotiated), it affords full and unembarrassed 
opportunity for all sorts and kinds of chal- 
lenges to develop. Emotionally the procedure 
becomes inspirations! to a high degree. The 


better emotions are stimulated and devel- 


oped, Rarely do the mean emotions crop 
out; they become largely atrc 4 from 
disuse. The workers like it e tment 
heads like it and TI like it. But I am con- 
vinced that to make it a success in any in- 
dustrial organization, so far as the manage- 
ment is concerned, it must be led, developed 
and directed by a top executive. 

In meeting ‘the challenges of committees 
through collective bargaining, my advice to 
the top executive is: 

First: Under no circumstances lose your 
sense of humor in their presence. If you 
haven't a sense of humor, let some other 
top executive meet them. If you have no 
such man at the top, it’s just too bad. 

Second: Under no circumstances Jose your 
temper in their presence; and |. 

Third: Don’t say “No” on the ap- 
proach, or at least not until you have thor- 


oughly discussed their proposition and even. 
then not until you have submitted a coun- 


ter-proposal—a perfectly appropriate pro- 
cedure in “collective bargaining”—thereby 
forcing them to discuss your ideas or pro- 
gram as well as their own. It must be a 
sound proposition, well thought out and set 
up in reasonable detail. No generalities, 


nothing in the nature of “stalling,” will do. 


It must be something that you can con- 
scientiously defend and sell. 

When these groups find that you have a 
sense of humor which you don’t lose, that 
you don’t get angry and that you don’t say 
“No!” they will conclude that “the old man 
can take it” and that he is a “regular fel- 
low.” When that takes place, you will find 
that they reciprocate. By and large they 
are good sportsmen. 

If then you cannot sell your counter- 
proposal to them, there is either something 
wrong with your program or else you are 
a poor salesman. If you are a poor sales- 
man, you should substitute an associate who 
is a good one. If you are a good salesman 
and the program does not go over with 
modification that you can readily agree to, 
then there is probably something wrong 
with the program. In that case, they will 
very clearly prove it to you, and you would 
better admit it and agree to change it. 


Out of my long experience, I am entitled 
to some convictions. One of them is that 
we have in collective bargaining the finest 
tool yet devised with which to carve out 
the answer to the problems of our interre- 
lationship with our employes; It is a tool, 
however, which requires the highest degree 
of skill and craftsmanship in order that we 
may produce with it a lasting product that 
has a considerable degree of perfection. 

Both management and kr © tel and their 
leaders have a long period ugh which 
they must go before they learn how to use 
this tool correctly. If it is claimed and ad- 
mitted that Washington has given us this 
tool, it must also be admitted that Washing- 
ton cannot teach us how to use it. That we 
ourselyes will have to learn through the 
best teacher—experience. We need to de 
velop more human engineers. The outstand- 
ing business man or top executive must be 
a good human engineer. 

Collective negotiation is here to stay, and 
the top executive who will not meet his 
employes in collective bargaining, or cannot 
sell himself and his company’s policies to 


them through that medium, will not qualify’ 


for his position. To fill top executive posi- 
tions we shall find an increasing demand 
for men who are qualified to meet commit- 
tees of their employes. So also with the 
labor leaders, If they persist in militant 
methods, they will discover sooner or later 
that they have not qualified and they, too, 
will lose their positions, : 

The rank and file of workers’ are insist- 
ing more and more that their relationship 
with management be a matter of negotiation, 
conducted under a program that gives thor- 
oughgo reason a fair chance. They are

EVERAL thousand youngsters 
were up past bedtime last night 
to see and take part in Munici- 
pal Opera’s performance of “Gin- 
gerbread Man,” the children’s show 
of 1938. Counting the adults who 


came along, the total attendance at 


the opening was 10,100. 

Never before sold in the park, 
“Gingerbread Man” is an ancient 
cooky which has been hidden away 
in a corner of the musical comedy 
cupboard since 1907. The recipe of 
that day has undergone some fee- 
ble revision for Municipal Opera, 
but the reaction of the audience 
last night seemed to indicate that 
“Gingerbread Man” was less tasty 
as entertainment than either “The 
Red Mill” of two years ago or 
“Babes in Toyland” of last year. 

Most of the appetizing special- 
ties come in the second act, where 
one dance follows literally on the 
heels of another. The finale, a huge 
march spectacle of 140 gingerbread 
men of all sizes down to pre-school 
height, is very impressive and, with 
the aid of clever scenic effects by 
Raymond Sovey, strikes exactly the 
right note for a children’s perform- 
ance. If the first act were the 
equal of the second, the show would 
be all to the good. 

Much of the evening, however, is 
spent in reeling off antiquated arias 
that mean nothing to either adults 
or youngsters, since the music is 
ordinary; in attempting to juggle a 
plot that changes at will or in try- 
ing to put over comedy that de- 
pends on frail puns and threadbare 
wisecracks.

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UNVERSTY CITY HAS 
SURPLUS FOR YEA 


Income Exceeds Expenses by 
$35,000—Budget for Next 12 
Months Fixed at $292,000 


The budget of University City for 
the fiscal year ending next June 
30 has been fixed at $292,753, based 
on an estimated income for the 
year of $293,599, Mayor Matt C. 
Fogerty announced yesterday. 
There was a cash balance of $105,- 
960 in the general revenue fund at’ 
the end of the last fiscal year, rep- 
resenting an accumulation of sur- 
pluses. 

The budget allowance for oper- 
ating expenses last year was $286,- 
652, based on an estimated’ income 
of $287,745. Actual income, how- 
ever, was $315,560, due to an un- 


usually high percentage of tax col- 7 


lections. Actual expenditures to- 
taled only $280,094, leaving a sur- 
plus for the year of $35,466. 

At the end of the fiscal year 
1936-37 there was a cash balance 
of $107,042, slightly more than the 
present balance, but the. Board of 
Aldermen appropriated out of. this 
balance, or reserve, a total of $24,- 
891, including $6452 for fire ap- 
paratus, $3809 for completion of the 
new city garage, $1250 for puhchase 
of land for straightening of the 
River des Peres channel and $9834 
as the city’s contribution towards 
WPA projects. 

Budget figures pertain only to the 
city’s operating expenses under the 
general revenue fund and do not 
include Park Department or School 
Board expenses, which are handled 
separately. Amortization and inter- 
est payments on the city’s bonded 
indebtedness also are carried sepa- 
rately. 

The tax rate for this year will 
be 85 cents on each $100 of valua- 
tion, one cent more thap last year 
due to an increase in the bond in- 
terest and retirement levy from 24 
to 25 cents. 

Applications have been filed with 
the Public Works Administration 
for grants totaling $1,866,865, includ- 
ing $1,700,570 for sewers, $72,372 for 
a library and auditorium building, 
$42,000 for a fire engine house and 
$51,923 for a clubhouse on the mu- 
nicipal golf course. If these grants 
are approved, the Mayor said, a 
special election will be held to ob- 
tain approval of bonds financing 
the city’s 55 per cent share of the 
cost.

know, insists that the cinemas 
drive home the fact that crime 
can't possibly pay—for more than 
six or seven reels. The wind-up of 
any. film with criminals in it just 
has to picture the bad boys going 
to jail or the electric chair or some- 
thing. But playing at crime. Well, 
that’s a different thing again as 
this story of the six little “Dead 
End” kids and how they grew will 
show, for they have never played 
roles except as hoodlums on the 
stage or for the cameras and it has 
paid them handsomely. — 

It has n well over a year since 
the six youngsters left New York 
and the “legit” flat, turned their 
shining faces westward and, after 
a tremendously eventful journey, in 
which the other train passengers 
endured untold hardships, arrived 
in’ Hollywood to make “Dead End” 
the same big hit on the screen it 
had been on the stage. 

Observers who have watched the 
young pilgrims’ progress will point 
out that the boys have changed in 
that time. For one thing they have 
grown physically, mentally and, per- 
haps, spiritually. Their capacity 
for good wholesome fun, Jike speed- 
ing. director baiting and such things 
has increased. One of them, Billy 
Halop, has acquired a private press 
agent.

UNTZ’ father was in the air 
conditioning business and liked 
large families.

Huntz wanted to be a civil en- 
gineer when he was little and if 
the screen fails him he plans to go 
back to school and finish his 
course. He. likes gangster roles, 
Ann Sheridan, Spencer Tracy and. 
singing. Once he was a choir boy 
but got kicked out just before 
Christmas for using a bean blower. 
His playmate around Hollywood is 
Gabe Dell. 

Dell and Huntz make a fine 
pair. But Gabriel is a much more 
thoughtful fellow than Huntz. He 
gives promise of being an intellectu- 
al. Born in Brooklyn in 1919, Dell 
is the son of a doctor who is well 
known there. His real name is 
Del Vecchio but when he went into 
“Dead End” it was shortened. He 
went to Caholic and public schools 
in Brooklyn and his first stage ex- 
‘perience was in Hamlet.“ , 

A wrote my own.version of it,”

Condition Usually Is Not 
Alarming Though Some- 
times Unpleasant.

VERY time I write about high 
E blood pressure I get a sheaf of 

letters from people with low 
blood pressure. 

“When you are talking about 
blood pressure, why do you never 
say anything about low blood pres- 
sure? Why always talk about 
high blood pressure?” 

Well, of course, the answer is 
that low blood pressure is not a 


tage. When I am asked “What 
should I do about my low blood 
pressure?” I have been in the habit 
of answering, “Get down on your 
knees and thank God for it.” 

I said this in a group of thin 
men, one of them a doctor, and he 
said he wasn’t so sure that I was 
right about it. People with low 
blood pressure had symptoms and 
disagreeable sensations. One of the 
thin men said that when he reached 
the age when his blood pressure 
went up, his health improved. 

I was inclined to believe that this 
was merely a superstition or preju- 
dice of his, but the doctor said 
No.“ “I am sure I have felt much 
better since my blood pressure 
went up, which it did when I was 
about 50 years old. I was miser- 
able before that—a chronic invalid, 
but now I feel fine.” 

The doctor is a good observer 
and not emotional, so what he said 
may be true. At any rate, it is a 
cheerful side to high blood pres- 
sure. 

But I believe it is not only the 
rise in his blood pressure which 
makes the constitutionally thin per- 
son happier after 50. Low blood 
pressure does not go with a kind of 
type of body—the longitudinal type, 
with long neck, long chest, and long 
and usually sagging abdomen. Such 
persons often are quite miserable in 
youth—easily fatigued, dyspeptic 
and neurasthenic. The dyspepsia 
and constipation come from their 
drooping abdominal organs—the 
dropped, flabby stomach and sag-~ 
ging large intestine. When they 
have survived to 50 their intestines 
‘shorten up, the tone of the abdomi- 
nal walls is increased, they put on 
a little fat and their digestion is 
improved. This makes them feel 
better, as well as the rise in blood 
pressure, although that undoubted- 
ly is a factor. 

So I suppose my prescription for 
the low blood pressurists will have 
to be changed to Wait until you're 
50 years old.“ It seems a cruel way 
to treat 4 person, but this {fs a 
harsh world,
